Passing on, the speaker reterred Lo the course
pursued by the President of the United States in
running counter to the Congress of the Unitea
States. He wished to know whether the will of
the people, as represented in Congress, should
be respected, or whether that ol the President
should be pur in its pluce, He here referrcd to
the courge pursucd by those who were in the
babit of treating Congress with disdain, Shall
the people obey the President or the Congress
of the United States!?

tevs, Any man who bud realized seventy.ive
thousand dollurs, as Welsh bod done, musas have
drdven a brisk and heartless teade.  (Applanse)
Ha ghould mot have made these allusions had
it not been for George V. Gordon (erosnas)
and the gther patriotic (sughter) Iriends ol
Welsh. He had been challenged, nod there was
his record vompared with the sutlae of Fort
Delaware; and Gordon, who was kuown to be
slways truttiful and honest, might explain it,

His contlituants knew his record; and whn'
it had been in the past it shoold be in the
future. First, he was tor the indiseriminate
unﬂ{ of the country; una second, for the boand-
less liberty of the country, He claimed to be,
in his feeble way, the chwmplon of the luboring
map; and he wented the broad, fertle, and
wealthy flelas of the SBouth fitted for those who
choose to emigrate there from the North, It

was his desire to see the South like the North,

with 1{s broad system of uaiversal educwtion,
and its churches sustained by voluntary coniri-
butiops., Every man who Wiy not convicted of

Every citizean shonld have a vowe in the Gov
ernment in which be lives, In Great Britaln he
shounld be represented in Parlinment, when he
pays his taxes, and every Irishman who s taxed
should vole for men in the Biitish Parlinment
Every Americnn oitizen who pald atax, aod was
uot convicted of erime, should hayve the rizht v
vote for men to represent hin in Congress The
atrong and the rich boave that with which to de-
fend themselves, gnd they desired w prevent any
one from attempting to equal them, He had
stood by those great principles, and when he
went back 1o the Fortieth Congross with 4500
mujority, he wonid stand up wore vehement!y
for the vights of Iabior and the Inboring mun.
